SLAVS TAKE

GITY OF STANISLAU

Capture of Imporiant Strategic Point on the Way to Lem-
berg Is Officially Announced, the Great Russian Drive
Being Maintained With Spectacular Advance of Seven-
teen Miles During the Past Four Days

Petrograd, Aug. 1..—~The city ol
Stanislau southeast of Lemberg, has
been captured by the Russians, it was
ofticlally announced tonight.

The city was taken by °Russian

troops under General Letchitaky,
after a spectacular advance of 17
miles In four days in which the Aus-
tro-Germans lost heavily in killed,
wounded and prisoners. The Blavs
arrived at Bistritza river, three miles
east of the c¢ity yesterday, An
earller official statement today re-
ported they were throwing bridges
across the river to replace those des-
troyed by the retiring enemy,

Stanislau I8 an Important rallway
center of about 85,000 and before
the war had considerable Importance
as an Industrial city. It lies a few
miles south of the Dnelster and on
ltlu rallway along which the Russians
are expected to move in thelr advance
lon Lemberg.

Petrograd, Aug. 11.—8triking
wesiward with amazing rapidity, the
right wing of General Letchitsky's
army has reached the Dnelster river
south of Mariampol, which is only
ten miles from the Important town
of Halitz, It was oMcially announced
today.

News of this Important success
temporarily overshadowed the ad-
vance agalnst the city of Stanislau,
south of Halitz, whose fall i now
regarded as a matter of but a few
hours,

The war office announced that
bridges are belng thrown across the
Bistritza river, three miles east of
Stanislau, preparatory to an advance
on the city and also reported fresh
victorles on the Sereth river, fifty
miles east of Lamberg, where several
villages and woods were captured.

The town of Halits, lylng at the
rallway erossing of the Dnlester and
but 68 miles southeast of Lemberg,
has been described as the key to any
operation against the Galiclan cap-
ital from the southwest.

It was expected that Letchitsky
would first take Stanisiau and then
move northward against Halitz. The
Austrians were prepared for a most
stubborn resistance at the Halltz
bridgehead, where they expected to
blow the crossing of the Dnelster and
check the advance by the czar’s troops
against Lemberg.

Letchitsky evidently took the ene-
my by complete surprise. Thowing a
force across the Zlota Lipa river,
northeast of Stanislau, he began a
swift advance agalnst Halitz on the
north bank of the Dniester. The of-
ficlal statement Issued yesterday
placed the advance guards thirty
miles from Halitz. Today's officlal
statement reported the Dulester
reached south of Marlampol, which
is directly north of Stanisian, and
only 10 miles from Halitz.

This unexpected mapeuver not
only fa expected to force the'lmmedi-
ate evacnation of Stanislan but It
also sndangers the position of a
large Austro-German force south of
the Dneister.

On the Sereth river front, despite
desperate Austro-German counter-at-
tacks, General Sakharoff continued
his advance vesterday. Besides cap-
turing several villages and woods,
the Slavs reached a commanding
ridge on the right bank. In the last
week the Russians have captured 288
ofticers and 13,000 men on this front
alona.

The advances continue on the whole
front southeast of Halitz, the war
office announced, the Russians having
captured 2,600 more prisoners, Fight-
